Tr is not unnatural that the prospect of 
| a war between China and Japan should 








awaken some interest in Europe. If it 
do nothing better, it affords an oppor- 
tunity for a safe discharge of the 
time-honoured platitndes about the im- 
penetrable nature of the politics of the 
two countries, which have boon familiar 

us from childhood. And wo may 
en that the temptation has been taken 
advantage of. It would not be becom. 
ing on our part to object very strongly 
to this, for on the subject of this same 
threatened war we, in China at loast, 
have very much confined ourselves to 
the same well-worn platitudes. Viewed 
in the light which subsequent events 
have thrown on the subject, we cannot 
say that the article in the Saturday 
Review is more unsatisfactory, or dis- 
plays a greater want of knowledge 
than that of the local press. It gives 
a not unfair review of the partial 
wakening up of China as compared 
with the more thorough revolution in 
Japan. It sees how insignificant, com- 
pared with what Ohina could do, must 
be the power of Japan ; and it ventures 
on a prediction that the Japanese 
Government will be pradent enough to 
avoid a contest with China. It weighs 
the comparative merits of the navies of 
the two countries ; and appreciates the 
fact that, like some countries in Europe, 
Japan thinks it advisable to turn the 
thoughts of the more restless of its peo- 
ple from home to foreign matters. It 
remarks that a few years ago it 
would scarcely have ocourred to 
the Japanese Government to seriously 
resent the cruelties practised by 
the savages of Formosa towards @ 
few of its own subjects; and presumes 
that Japan, following European custom, 
would probably be found desirous of 
raising a loan for the purposes of the 
war. Although we are almost, it may 
be said, on the spot, we really know 
little more of what has been going on, 
The Japanese seem to have been pru 
dent enongh in some people's oyes, 
foolish enough in others, to avoid bring- 
ing matters, up to this time, to an actual 
contest. It is probable they thonght 
themselves unprepared to go on with @ 
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war on 8 moment's notice, but the 
delay has been costly, probably beyond 
the ordinary resources of the country ; 
and in the present state of the two 
countries, Japan could worse afford this 
drain than her larger neighbour. We 
believe that both powers have been 
anxious to negotiate loans; but while 
financiers were apprehensive, on fiscal 
grounds, of advancing money to the 
Japanese Government, they only with- 
held it from the Chinese because, 
Chinese-like, the Imperial Government 
withheld any definable guarantee. The 
Government at Peking would havo 
been well pleased if the Governor 
at Foochow could have raised 
Joan on his own authority, but it 
did not appreciate the course of 
binding itsolf to discharge its pro- 
vincial’s obligation. Fuhkien and 
Kwangtang were, according to Chinese 
custom, to be called on to defray the 
exponses of the war, and Peking did 
not desire to be asked any questions 
about ways and means. After some 
fow months of bargaining, both nations 
soom to have become somewhat tired of 
the game; and certainly for all the fuss 
sho has made, and all the money she bas 
spent, China has very little to show. 
Some twelve thousand undrilled troops 
are said to be at present in the island 
of Formosa, sind this after unwonted 
exertions for four months. Money has 
boen squandered to an almost unlimited 
extent, and this,—except of course the 
lining of officials’ pockets, to be sub- 
soquently squeezed as time ané oppor- 
tunities offer—is the total result. 
Japanese preparations and Japanese 
expenditure has beon on no such 
gigantic scale, yet it is probable that 
the real drain on tho resources of the 
Government has beon greater. The 
Japanese troops, again, are actuated 
with an esprit de corps wholly unknown 
to the Chinese, and there is little doubt 
that in the ficld they would disperse 
the latter like an undisciplined horde. 
Unluckily for Japan, China has not 
only more min to follow, but has a 
longer purse, and this latter fact is well 
known to the Chinese people and the 
Chinese Government. Unless, there- 
fore, Japan is in a position to adminis- 
ter some telling blow at once, which 
may be felt by the Chinese from the Em- 
peror to the coolie, she will have a long 
game to play. The loss of one or two 
armies would be a matter of little 
moment to the Chinese Government. It 
has more than once thought itself 
happy in thus getting rid of trouble- 
some subjects. As long as the pro- 
vinces would continue to supply funds, 
a few thousand roughs one way or other 











would make no difference. It would 
be long before the Japanese occupation 
of Formosa would be left undisturbed, 
and meanwhile its oceupation would be 
a heavy drain on the resourees of the 
country. ‘The Japanese would possibly 
be continuously victorious, and yet 
their victories might be of such a nature 
that dofeat itself would be a triumph to 
their opponents.

Tt was announced on Monday that tele- 
graphic communication with Hongkong 
hhad beon re-established, 

Sir Edmund Hornby arrived from 
Chefoo on Thursday. 

‘Tho latest nows from tho North is lees 
reassuring as to the probability of the main- 
tenance of peace between China and Japan, 
though as usual it is somewhat vague. ‘The 
courseof diplomacy at the capital apparently 
does not run smooth, and there is even 
a rumour of the Japanesn Ambassador 
and Resident Minister withdrawing. A 
significant stubbornness has been shown 
with regard to allowing officers from the 
Japanese despatch boat Kuroda, which 
arrived atTientsin on the 10th direct from 
Japan, to proceed onwards to Peking, the 
reason assigned for obstructing their 
passage being that they had no passports, 
Ono officer was ultimately allowed to pro- 
coed, and ho is said to be the bearer of 
important despatches. Not without si 
nificance, also, in its coincidence with the 
troubled state of the political atmosphere, is 
the statement that his Excellency Li Hung- 
chang has been making a tour of inspec- 
tion of all the forts on the river. ‘The 
guns at the Taku forts were actively exer- 
ised for some time in his presence. 

We havo pleasure in placing before our 
readers another of the interesting progress 
reports given in the minutes of a Com- 
mittee meoting of the Chinese Polytechnic 
Institution and Rending-room, held on 
Friday last, It will be seen that the 
favourable reception and liberal support 
the scheme has met with in China is being 
emulated at Home. From that quarter 
chiefly, contributions suited to the poly- 
technic character of the Institution are 
expected, and the Committee have resolved 
to take premises at once for their reception, 























and for carrying out generally the objects 
they have in view. 

On Tuesday, the ninth half-yearly meot- 
ingof the China and Japan Marine Insurance 
Company was held at the offices, in the 
Nankin road, Mr. R. W. Littlein the chair, 
Tho attendance of members was large, 
1,878 shares being reprosented. The 
Directors’ report was very brief, its principal 
feature being tho intimation that, owing 
to sovero losses during the past six months, 
it was impossible to recommenda dividend, 
Tho balance sheet, made up to the 30th of 
Tune last, showed a balance in hand at 
that date of Tis. 51,668.70 beyond the 
paid-up capital and the reserve fund. The 
meeting adopted the report and statement 
of accounts with very little comment. 
‘Tho election of Mr. H, Sutherland on tho 
Board of Directors was confirmed ; and a 
resolution by Mr, Macgrogor, seconded 
by Mr. Carmichael, was passed, asking the 
Directors to take stops to obtain the 
sanction of the shareholders to a reduc- 
tion of the capital, ‘This was dono with 
a view to give a less total to provide 
for dividend, and was agroed to, after what 
amounted to a protest from Mr. Wait 
wright, the legal adviser of the Company. 
‘The Chairman in reply to a question by 
Mr. Groom, said tho question of opening 
1a branch offico in London had been before 
the Directors, but nothing had as yet beon 
decided, This concluded tho business, 

‘The ordinary half-yearly meeting of the 
North-China Insurance Company was held 
yesterday, at tho offices, Keangse-road, 
E.H. Lavers, Esq., in thochair. ‘Twonty- 
seven directors and sharcholdors wore pro- 
sont, representing 346 sharos, ‘The roport 
and statoment of accounts were very favour- 
able, as will be soon by our roport of the 
meeting on another page, According to 
the dood of settlement, a dividend could 
not now be declared, but it is bolioved 
that at tho close of the year’s b 
a dividend oqual to those of former 
will bo paid. ‘The applications for sharos 
in tho now Company are far in oxcoss of 
requirements. 

‘A meeting of the performing members of 
the Philharmonic Society was hold last 
Friday evening, to pass tho accounts for 
the year, and to elect a new Committee, 
the old one having resigned. ‘The financial 
condition of the Society is not very fourish- 
ing, we regret to learn, there being » 
deficit of Tis. 400, oansed in the first 
instance by the purchase of the new piano, 
for which ‘Tis. 500 wero paid, Had last 
ssoason beon financially as succesful as the 
previous year, the greater part of the debt 
would have been cleared off by this; but 
unfortunately there was a great falling off 
in the number of. subscribers, and the 
receipts only sufficed for current expenses. 
Te was settled that the Committeo should 
endeavour to carry on the Society as hero- 
tofore, and with that object they are at 
once to take stops to ascortain the amount 
of support which the undertaking is likely 
to meet with this winter. Should theresult 
be unfavourable, it will be necessary to 
wind up the Society for the present, and 
sell the piano to pay the existing debt, for 
which the members of the retiring Com- 
mittee have made themaclves personally 
responsible. ‘The meeting, which was very 
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thinly attended, terminated by a vote of 
thanks to the members of the late Com- 
mittoo—Mosers. Tate, Schmidt, and Brandt. 
‘We sincerely trust the public will not let 
@ valuable institution like the Philharmonic 
Society die for the want of support. 

‘At a mesting of officers of the 8. V. C., 
held Tuesday evening, the Autumn Rifle 
‘Mooting was fixed for the 13th, 14th and 
16th November, being about three weeks 
later than the usual time, so as to take it 
out of the way of the Races and Regatta. 
Tt was rosolved that the programme should 
be restricted to competitions open to the 
whole Volunteor force; any Company 
prizes will therefore have to be arranged 
for by each Company, to be shot for on 
days other than those appointed for the 
meeting. It was decided that third prizes 
should bo abolished, and the value of 
nnd prizes slightly increased. ‘The com- 
petitions are, on 13th November, the Na- 
tional Rifle Association Medal, at 200, 600, 
and 600 yards ; and the Municipal Challenge 
Cup, at 400, 500 and 600. November 14th, 
the Officers’ Cup, at 200 and 600; the 
Ladies’ Purse, at 700 and 800; and tho 
Consolation, at 200 and 500, On Monday, 
tho 16th, the Companies’ match, for teams 
consisting of the five mon of each Com- 
oy who have shot boat in the open com- 
jons, ranges 200, 500 and 600 yard 
The Champion Gold Crom of the Mating 
is givon to the Voluntoor who makes the 
highest total in any competition, except 
that for the Consolation. A round sum 
of $5 has been fixed as entrance fees for 
the Meoting, and each Company taking 
part in the Companies’ match pays an en- 
trance of $25. With the exception of 
some slight alterations in detail, the condi- 
tions of the mooting will, we believe, be 
tho samo aa before. 

At the meoting of the ©. 0. 8. N. Co. 
on Friday, the report and accounts to 
80th June, which will bo found elsewhore, 
were passed, tho Directors re-elected, and 
‘Messrs, ©. Rivington and Gipporich ap- 
pointed ‘auditors, ‘The accounts shew a 
net profit on working of Tis. 17,629.08, 
out of which a dividend for the half year 
at the rate of 10% per annum has beon 
paid, leaving Tis. 1,379.08 to be carried 
forward. 

‘The Glengyle arrived on Sunday from 
Swatow, whither she prococded after land- 
ing the troops from Chinkiang at Foochow. 
Her freight, as a troopship, consisted 
of 2,400 mon and 33 horses, besides a 
number of guns and a large quantity of 
ammunition, Immediately after disembark- 
ation, which was accomplished by means 
of boats, and without any accident, the 
men started for Amoy—their destination, 

The steamer Tunsin reports having seen 
the ©..M. 8, N. steamer Fungching, 
freighted with troops for Formosa, aground 
on the Centaur shoal on Monday. 
Both the Yungching and Haicking ran 
on the shoal, but the latter remained 
on the bank only about 20 minutes, and 
was able to render assistance to her less 
fortunate companion, which did not get 
off for 8 hours, when the Haiching, with 
the help of the rising tide and a stout 
hawsor, succeeded in getting her afloat, 
and both steamers proceeded on their 





























voyage. The Tunsin also passed the 
Leeywen, full of troops, off Woosoong 
the same morning. 

The steamer Haiching, which has been 
trading in the interest of the ©. M. S. N. 
Company for some time, was on Tuseday 
transferred to the crew brought by the 
Tehen Haug. After cosling, sho will 
proceed to Chinkiang to embark troops for 
Foochow. 

At tho S. ¥. 0. Regatta on Saturday, 
Mr. Hill’s yacht Nimrod was first in the 
race for the Corinthian Cup ; the houseboat 
prize was won by Mr. Mackenzie’s new 
boat Swallow, and the ship’s boat race 
by Mr. J. Tregaskiss’ boat Ellen, Ata 
meeting of the Committee of the Shanghai 
Yacht Club, held on Tuesday, a protest 
entered against the Corinthian Cup being 
given to the Nimrod, on the ground that 
she did not fulfil the condition of being 
manned by members of the Club only, 
was allowed, and the prize goes to the 
Lillie. In the Club Qup handicap, on 
Monday, the Nimrod is to give 15 minutes 
to the Wave and Lillie, and 35 minutes to 
tho Fearless. 

The annual match Rackot Club v. Cricket 
Club was advertised for Friday afternoon, 
but tho persistenoy with which rain set 
in on the provious night, prevented the 
match being gone on with. Tho match 
one which always creates considerable 
interest, and is well contested. It was won 
last year by the Racket Club, with threo 
wickets to spare. 

A public tea meoting and ontertainment 
given at the Tomperanco Hall, on Saturday 
evening, in connection with the Shanghai 
‘Temperance Society, was very successful. 
Quite a numbor of ladies volunteered their 
indispensable aid on the occasion, and an 
interesting programme was secured for 
the entertainment after the cheerful cup 
had beon em; Admiral Shadwell 
presided at tho entertainment, and lent 
his aid cordially in furtherance of the 
good cause. Several members of the 
A.D.C., in addition to other gentlemen, 
gave their services in singing and reading, 
and addresses wore délivered by Revs. 
Messrs. Muirhead and Barrett. There were 
agreat many sailors and marines among tho 
audience. 

A house coolie in the service of Mi 
Sayle & Co. has mot his death in a peculiar 
and unfortunate way. About 8 a.m. on Sa- 
turday he came downstairs to aroom where 
another coolie, his cousin, was polishing 
knives, with a teapot which he wanted to 
clean. A little dispute arose about the 
cleansing materials, in course of which the 
coolio with the teapot, struck the other on 
the head. The latter endeavoured to shove 
him off with his hand, but as he held in it 
a sharp-pointed dessert knife, he inflicted 
a severe wound in the abdomen. The 
wounded man did not make much of the 
matter, and his friends called ina native 
doctor. As more serious symptoms 
betrayed themselves, however, Dr Johnston 
was sent for, and pronounced the man to 
be in a dying state. He died on Monday 
night, and an inquest was held at tho: 
Central Police Station yesterday. The 
hehsien, (Yé-P'ing T’a,) acted ax Coroner, 
and the proceedings were of course accord- 














ing to Chinese practice. The coolie who 
occasioned the man’s death was taken to 
the city, where he will be detained until 
the other relations of the deceased, who 
‘at Ningpo, can be communicated 
with. Upon their attitude and demands, 
probably, his fate will depend, as man- 
slaughter by inadvertence is not, we believe, 
recognised in Chinese jurisprudence. 

Between midnight and one o'clock 
yesterday morning, a melancholy accident 
happened on board the steamer Hongkong, 
which is lying at the Shanghai and Hong- 
kew Wharf, whereby Mx, Walter Coop, 
third officer of that vessel, lost his life. 
Mr. Coop was superintending the taking 
on board of a quantity of ballast, and was 
in the act of going down tho forahatch 
ladder, when he stumbled and fell hoad- 
long into the lower hold, a distance of 
about $0 feet. He sustained a sovere 
fracture of the base of the skull, which 
rendered him instantly insensible, and 
after remaining in an unconscious state for 
four hours, died between four and five 
o'clock. Dr, McKay, the doctor belonging 
to the ship, did all that was possible for 
the unfortunate man, but the injuries wore 
Deyond surgical skill. The sudden and - 
premature death of Mr. Coop, who was a 
promising young officer, has excited a pro- 
found-fesling of sadness and regret among 
all on board, he having been much respected 
by his shipmates. ‘The deceased belonged 
to London, and was 29 years of ago and 
unmarried. His remains were interred at 
Pootung Cometery yesterday afternoon. 
During the day the vessels in the neigh- 
borhood of that on board which the acci- 
dent occurred half-masted their flags. 

‘A decree in the Peking Gazette of Sopt. 
28th orders the unfortunate Li Kwang- 
chao, whose “log-rolling” enterprise in 
connection with the rebuilding of the 
Summer Palace has recently been noticed 
in our translations, to be decapitated, 
after a term of imprisonment, 

The death of his mother compels the 
Governor of Kiangsu (Chang, Futai,) to go 
into retirement. We have not heard that 
his successor has beon appointed. 

‘Many of our readers will feel a special 
interest in knowing what steps are being 
taken in regard to the Rona-Ava case. 
The China Mail understands that the 
“ Flonble. W. H. Alexander, tho Registrar 
of the Vice-Admiralty Court, has been 
engaged in inquiring as to the amount of 
damages sustained by the owners of the 
S. S. Kona, from the sinking of that 
vessel by her collision with the S. S. Ava.” 

Later advices from Foratosa happily con 
tradict the statement that the crew of the 
Chinesegunboat Ta-yak, numbering over 70, 
went down with her, in Anping roads, on the 
morning of the 30th ult. After a day and 
a night’s exposure in the rigging of tho 
sunken vessel 61 were saved, leaving 16 
however still missing. 

A private telegram from Naoasaxs states 
that the iron-clad ram Ad:uma-kan, (the 
Stonewall), which left there on the 14th 
ult., in order to be repaired at Yokohama, 
returned on the 13th inst., a few days hav- 
ing sufficed to make good the damage she 
sustained in the late typhoon.

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CREMATION IN THE EAST AND WEST. 


Tr would indeed be a fantastic vagary 
of fashion if the practice of cremation, 
Jong familiar to China and Japan, and 
since the prevalence of Christianity dis- 
continued in Europe, were to come once 
more in vogue in the West, just as it 
had been voted a blunder by the nations 
we choose to call barbarians. The 
Chinese we know oceasionally practice 
cremation, The Japanese have been 
in the habit of doing so for some cen- 
tories, but are now abandoning the 
practice in favour of burying. Just at 
this time Europe and America—as they 
have taken to Japanese fashions in 
ress when the natives of the land of 
the Rising Sun are arraying them- 
selves in the habiliments of the West— 
affirm by the voice of the intellectual 
minority that they desire to burn their 
dead, and that interment is a disgust 
ing and absurd custom, 

‘There are arguments no doubt in 
favour of burning bodies, though there 
is a vast array of feeling and sentiment 
on the other side. Still the advocates 
of interment are not to have all the 
sentiment to themselves, for we are 
reminded that a noble Indy, lately 
deceased, regretted that cremation had 
not been introduced, as artistic instincts 
might have found eloquent and varied 
expression in the beautiful forms of 
funeral urns. Without being able fally 
to appreciate the feelings of the Indy in 
question, we may at least treat her 
opinions with respect, and concede that, 
as far as sentithont goes, the defenders 
of cremation have a right to speak. 
‘That they have many practical argu- 
ments on their side we have long 
known, Thore is some truth in the 
phrase that the dead under the 
present system impoverish and poison 
the living, and in China the natives 
are much oppressed by the cost of 
intorments, and their attendant re- 
ligious rites and ceremonies. Even 
Dr. Wordsworth, who has put him. 
self forward as the most prominent 
opponentoftheintroduction of cremation 
into Europe, admits that “the enormous 
cost of funerals in great cities is a sub- 
ject deserving of attention,” though he 
deprecates “the startling proposal 
which had been made, in the interest 
of national economy, to utilise the 
ashes of the dead, after burning them, 
by scattering them over the land as a 
fortilising agent.” It seems, however, 
on mature consideration, to be by no 
means clear whether there is so much 
ease and economy in the process of 
cremation as was at first supposed. 
‘The matter has beon fairly tried, and 
the sum total of the experience gained 
seems to he this. It is by no means an 
easy thing to burn a body. Dr. Bra- 
netti, we are told, failed after many 
hours of earnest effort; but a more re- 
cont practical experimentalist, Professor 
Reclam, has consumed a body in twenty 





minutes at a cost of three dollars. This 


is the great triumph of the crema- 
tionists ! 

Still this is, as far as we know, a 
solitary instance, and the scientific mon 
themselves are in doubt as to the means 
to be used. A recent writer in a 
scientific periodical asks rather de- 
spairingly for some other suggestions 
as to the best mode of getting rid of 
the corpse? “Have our electrologists 
no practical ideas to present? Why 
should there not be a lithological trans- 
formation of the dead, and a subsequent 
aqueous or chemical dissolution ? 
Why may there not be a system of 
thorough desication and subsequent 
pulverization?” It is too apparent 
from these sentences that the advocates 
of cremation have not yet made up 
their minds how to proceed. They 
have no definite idea as to how the 
plan will work, and therefore we may 
safely rest undisturbed, assured that 
the custom of interment, around which 
so many sacred and solemn associations 
linger, will not be innovated upon in 
our own country for some time to come. 

If some attempt could be made to 
resoue the Chinese from the despotic 
hold of the native Mr. Moulds, it would 
be a good thing, for here funeral 
observances are a great burden to the 
people. The superstitious rites con- 
nected with the interment are very 
costly, and often consume many hun- 
dred tacls, while the length of the 
period of mourning and the restrictions 
which it involves are most lengthy and 
irksome. As cremation in this country 
is a religious ceremony, in some sense 
a high and peculiar privilege, this is also 
attended with exponse. ‘The testimony of 
an eyewitness, published some time ago 


in this journal, asserts that it is a very | P' 


loathsome spectacle, and it is plain that 
Europeans would not tolerate such a 
sight in their cities. The completeness 
and solemnity which were attained by 
Lord Lytton’s “Vrilya” in the disposal 
of their dead friends, seems still a 
desideratum alike in the civilized and 
barbarous regions of this planet.

L—Tue Orrext Tape, 

Owing, we beliovo, to pressure of work 
connected with the Vienna Exhibition, tho 
Statistical Departmont of the Foreign Cus- 
toms has been behindhand in bringing out 
the Reports for the last two years. The 
Reports of tho varions Commissioners for 
1871-72 have only recently been issued, 
and though they may thus claim a sort of 
historical value, they have beyond this an 
interest when compared with moro recent 
experience. We hope that the pressure 
of work in the printing department will 
soon be eo far removed that a similar delay 
in the production of important statistics 
will not again have to be chronicled. We 
notice in the volume under review, as 
we have for many years past, that the 
Report of the Commissioner at Shanghai 








is conspicuous for its absence, Remem- 
bering the very Incid report by Mr. Dick 
on the trade of Tientsin in 1866, this is 
a want to be regretted, and one which 
we hope will be supplied in future years. 
‘The Commissioners have at their disposal 
a mass of information not readily accessible 
to the ordinary resident, and in the hands 
of aclear-sighted and painstaking incum- 
bent, this information may be turned to 
much practical account. As might be 
expected, the Reports of the several Com- 
missioners vary much in value, from the 
able and exhaustive report of Mr. T'aintor 
on the trade of Newchwang, to the feoble 
digest of Mr, J. H. Hart on that of ‘Tion- 
tsin, wherein tho writer speaks of the 
massacre of Juno, 1870, as “that unfor- 
tunate occurrence.” If Mr. Hart could 
not find it consistent with his appointment 
to speak of such things as the massacre 
and the conduct of Chunghow in other 
than this namby-pamby style, he might 
have done his readers the compliment of 
omitting all reference to a needless topic. 
‘M, Huber’s Report on tho trade of Chin- 
kiang is interesting, as showing how wide 
may be tho distinction between @ man’s 
writings and his acts, We have had 
oceasion before this to complain of the 
manner in which the Customs at Chinkiang 
were conducted during the time in que 

tion, and we are therefore the more sur- 
prised to find that M, Huber showed him- 
aelf capable, in a Report, of appreciating, 60 
far as ho has dono, the oxtraordinary and 
senseless action taken by the Chineso 
Government with regard to duties on 
sugar. Tho other Reports, except that 
from Kiukiang, contain no specialities 
needing particular notice. Wo shall from 
time to time revert to the statements and 
cs contained therein, It is a good 
ono or other of 
the Reports should be devoted to a genoral 
review of tho trade of somo particular 
port. Examples of such wo have in the 
Reports of Mr, Dick, already referred to, 
and in the presept volume in that of Mr. 
Taintor on the trade of Newchwang ; and 
these special Reports have, in after yonrs, a 
peculiar significance, as showing the ten- 
dency of trade to diverge in various 
channels. Moro or less, all of the Reports 
touch on the subject of opium, but in this 
respect Mr. Taintor’s affords the most infor- 
mation. Owing, however, to the delay of 
which we spoke above, Mr. Taintor’s Roport 
carries us no further than the immediate 
effect of the Po-wang’s interdict of the 
cultivation of the drug in Mongolia, and 
as the year and a half since the time the 
Report was written have been unusually 
important in respect of the increase of the 
growth of tho drug, wo are still without 
the valuable information which it is in 
the power of the Commissioners of Customs, 
above other residents, to throw on the sub 
ject. From the Reports we do, however, 
Jearn a good deal. At Nowchwang, where 
‘the competition of native opium with 
foreign is keonest, the former is driving 
the latter more or less out of the market, 
The edict procured by the Po-wang, and 
the musual amount of energy shown in 
carrying it into operation, joined with the 
effects of heavy rains in the autumn 
of 1872, did indeed effect to some degree 
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the supplies of native opium in the pro- 
* vince of Shingking, and this effect was 
shown in the succeoding yoar by an 
increase of some 260 chests imported 
during 1873. This isolated instance of 
energy on the part of the Chinese Govern- 
ment had likewise its results in the increase 
of the import at Tientsin and Chinkiang 
during the year ; but it augurs little for the 
knowledge of Chinese affairs exhibited in 
the Report from the latter place, to find the 
Commissioner quoting the “decreasein the 
manufa ture of thé native drug, which has 
followed as a matter of course upon the 
imperial edict prohibiting the cultivation 
of the poppy.” From the other ports, the 
import of opium shows generally a falling 
off, with the exception of Swatow, where a 
very marked increase is to be noted ; and 
this inoreaso is apparently taking place 
from causes likely to be permanent. Look- 
ing at the geographical position of Swatow, 
its advantages as a port of distribution are 
manifest, but partly the want of enterprise 
and partly the disturbed state of the 
district have hitherto interfered with the 
development of trade. The Han and its 
branches open up water communication 
with a largo portion of Fuhkien and 
Kwangtung, aud a few days’ land carriago 
thonce suffices to convey goods into the 
intorior matts of Kiangsi. Swatow, then, 
‘becomes a serious rival not only of Amoy, 
and in some measure Foochow, but actually 
of Kiukiang. ‘The action of the Canton 
authorities in enforcing a uniform charge 
‘on opium delivered at the various marts of 
the province, has stopped much of 
the trade by way of Sheklung and 
Hwoichow, the East river not being 
0 favourable for navigation as the Han ; 
and in time Swatow bids fair to b 
come the great opium contre for the 
northeast of tho province, the we: 
Fubkic 
Fuhkien, the high likin dues pr 
attempt at competition, and the import of 
opium at Foochow and Amoy is in the 
aggregate decreasing. At Canton a marked 
docreaso is to be noted; 1,076 piculs found 
their way into the port in 1871, 949 in 
1872, and but 824 in 1873. The causo of 
this decline is mainly a local tax of $15 
per chest charged at Canton. This causes 
tho main portion of the opium for the 
supply of the south and west of tho 
province to avoid the provincial capital. 
‘The so-called smuggling, which the Cus 
toms’ Gazettes of a fow years back wore 80 
given to inveigh against—that is to say, 
the admission of opium from Hongkong on 
paying the local dues at the native ports— 
seoms to goon as actively as ever; but 
the new arrangement of the Viceroy, in 
requiring the payment of equal duties, has 
taken away many of the peculiar advantages 
of Hongkong. ‘The North and West rivers 
take from Hongkong large supplios of 
the drug, and at their entrance the Cus- 
toms of the province uow levy the full 
duty, omitting the Canton local tax. ‘This 
is of course the proper method to be 
adopted. It has been so far successful 
that Mr. Brown, the Commissioner at Can- 
ton, calculates that not more than 2,000 to 
8,000 chests found their way into the 
province without having paid full duty. 



























Against such = method of collection we 
have not one single word to say, but wo 
may fairly ask, seeing it is so successful, 
does not its very success do away with 
all reasonable grounds on the part of the 
Chinese for continuing the practical blook- 
ade of Hongkong? Although the centre 
and coast of the province have in the 
matter of opium duties been brought under 
proper regulations, the ports in the 
extreme west of the province do not as yet 
seem to be so well regulated. Macao is the 
centre from which opium is distributed to 
Tien-pak, Shintung, Hainan, and Pakhoi, 
where it is admitted at lower duties than 
at the other ports of the province. Much 
of this opium, it is calculated, finds its way 
even into the provincial capital itself, Mr. 
Brown calculated the amount of opium 
imported into Macao, and chiefly sent to 
the mainland by these routes, to amount in 
1872 to 7,735 chests. The Chineso Gov- 
ernment may have the right, if it have the 
power, no treaty intervening, to close 
Macao as a free port; but with the 
example before it of the effects of regulating 
its own dues, such » step, though hinted 
could hardly with any consistency be 
put in practice till its own system is made 
alittle more perfect. In the Report wo gain 
some information as to the increasing 
extent to which opium is grown in China, 
Nowchwang draws large supplies of the 
native drug from Manchuria and Shansi ; 
Tientsin from Manchuria, Shantung, 
Shansi, Szechuen, and Yunnan, Shan- 
tung is the most in request, selling at 
about Taels 300 per picul, but Yunnan 
seems to be of better quality, fetching 
about Taels 390, Mr. Hart hints that *‘the 
Government is about to encourage, or if 
not actually to encourage, at least no 
longer to interdict, this branch of agricul- 
ture.” Practically, its action has amounted 
to this since the first introduction of 
opium into China. Had it offered bounties 
for tho increase of the growth of the drug, 
it could not have hit on e better system of 
encouragement than its uncertain milk 
and water policy has turned out. Shan- 
tung naturally supplements the import of 
foreign drug at Chefoo. At Hankow the 
import of foreign opium shows a steady 
decrease, while the export of the native 
drug to other parts of China, legalised 
‘at ratés amounting to only one-half 
that to which the foreign article is 
subjected, is steadily increasing, We 
quote Mr. Macpherson’s remarks:— 
“Such a solution cannot be made appli- 
cable to opium, but the expansion of the 
cultivation aud consumption of the Native 
commodity could not fail to affect pre- 
judicially the disposal of its Foreign rival. 
Despite a less return obtained from the 
likin office, dealers in the former did not 
hesitate to admit that at least a thonsand 
Bicula of the yield of the poppy elds of 
Szechuen and Shansi had been distributed 
among the shops of Hankow. This com- 
modity certainly enjoyssingular privileges, 
inconsistent with the reprobation showered 
down on the narcotic and on those who 
derive gain from it. Not only 
of fraud general and successful. but, also, 
in levying the tax, the catty iscalculated 
at eighteen intead of sixteen taels, an 
excessive tare is accorded, and a further 
deduction of 20 per cent. is made from the 
net weight ; and again, when exported, a 










































duty only ‘half as large as that paid by 


Foreign opium is imposed. Evasion, on 
the other hand, of the various taxes to 
which the Indian drug is subjected is, 
owing to the difficulties encountered, 
rarely resorted to; and these additional 
charges, combined with a marked improve- 
ment in quality, which was being effected 
in the Chinese product, afforded plausible 
grounds for conjecturing that the diminu- 
tion in the consumption of the former, 
which took place in 187/—a diminution of 
nearly 550 piculs—would not be isolated, 
but would, to a greater or less extent, be 
observed during following years.” 

‘At Chinkiang and Kiukiang the com- 
petition of the native drug is not a 
severely felt. The import at the former is 
increasing, owing to its favourable position 
for supplying districts hitherto dependent 
on Tientsin, while the latter seems to bo 
giving way to Swatow, as explained above. 
At Ningpo, the product of Taichow 
‘competes with foreign opium. Like Man- 
churian, it at first had a peculiarly 
pungent flavour, but care in the cultiva- 
tion has much improved its quality. Some 
Tis, 300,000 worth is said to be now 
carried annually to Ningpo; say, one- 
tenth of the annual import of foreign 
opium. “There are three largo hongs,” 
the Report states, “two within the city, 
and one in the eastern suburb, which are 
wholly engaged in this trade. Tho opium 
is said to be smuggled in by small quan- 
tities at a time, and the greater part is free 
from any impost, except the fees on 
entering the port, which have to be paid to 
the underlings of the various offices, to 
secure their silonce on tho subject of a 
trade which is by law prohibited.” At 
Foochow the import of foreign opium is 
steadily decreasing. This is partly ex- 
plained by the high likin levied at tho port, 
which causes a largo proportion of the drug 
to be sent overland from Swatow,—‘‘smug- 
gled,” as the Commissioner, with the pecu- 
liar ideas which seom inseparable from 
the Foreign Customs’ establishment, sug- 
gests. Another main reason is the con- 
tinued increase within the province of the 
native grown article, Mr. Hughes, at Amoy, 
gives a description of the poppy plant in 
‘Tung-an district of the Chinchew prefecture, 
one of the principal producing districts, 
In Formosa, Mr. Hobson states that the 
poppy plant is common in the island, but 
that he has not heard of its being 
cultivated for other than ornamental 
purposes. “Nevertheless,”ho adds, “fields 
of it would, if {am not mistaken, thrive 
well in the more sheltered valleys.” From 
Swatow, which seems to lie beyond tho 
opium producing region of China, we got 
the following note:—“ Native opium, 
which for some 14 or 15 years was cul- 
tivated in the Yaop’ing district, but never 
dedareturn proportionate to the trouble 
and cate it demanded, has ceased alto- 
gether to be grown since the last Imperial 
Edict (November, 1872) was is No 
opium is mentioned as being grown in the 
Canton province, and we believe soil and 
climate are unfavourable, These facts, 
supplementing an article in the W.-C. 
‘Herald of the 8th instant, are well worthy 
the attention of all those interested in 
Indian finance. 


IL—Taaxsir Passes. 
OF even more general importance, in a 
review of Chinese trade, than the opium 
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traffic, is the carrying out of the Transit 
stipulations of tho Treaty of Tientsin. The 
Reports for 1871-72 show how little on the 
‘whole the Chinese Governmont is mindful 
of those stipulations. Of the thirteen ports 
now open under treaty to foreign trade, 
transit passes may be said to be respected 
‘at but three—Henkow, Ohinkiang and 
‘Ningpo ; and of these three, the passes 
issued at the first aro taken no notice of 
by tho authorities in Szechuen. It has 
Deon stated that transit passes are not 
required at the Northern ports, the duties 
ordinarily chargeable being sufficiently 
light. We have, however, no statistics on 
which to found an opinion. At Newchwang, 
‘regular system of blackmail interferes 
seriously with trade, and no proper attempt 
to got rid of the evil of brigandage seems 
to have been made by the Government, 
Tsolated attempts have indeed been made 
and the bands partially broken up ; they 
aro still, however, sufiiciently strong and 
compact to enforce a tax on all goods 
proceeding to or from Manchuria, No 
loss than five establishments, nominally to 
afford protection, really to act as media 
with tho brigands, flourish in Yingtszeiteelf, 
under the eyes of tho Mandarins, The 
roports from ‘Tientsin and Ohefoo are 
silent, as regards internal transit, Both 
suffer from the competition of Chinkiang, 
their importation of foreign goods being 
in decressing quantity. ‘There is no 
doubt that natural causes have much to 
sy to the preference shown for the 
Southern port, In tho first place, on 
account of the nature of the Tientsin river, 
ateam traffic to the Northern ports can 
only be carried on by comparatively small 
vessels, needing high freights to become 
remunorative. In the second, the naturo of 
the country about Chefoo renders carriage 
overland expensive, while there is no water 
communication available ; and at Tientain, 
the effect of the recent floods has been to 
seriously disturb the internal traffic of the 
country. Still, making due allowance, 
thero is somo difficulty in discovering why 
Chinkiang cin supply on better terms 
such places as Tungeh’ang-foo or Lin- 
ts'ingchow (erroneously styled Linch’ing 
in the Report); or, moro oxtraordinary 
still, the seaboard prefecture of Téngchow, 
in which Chefoo itself is situated. Foreign 
merchants have considerable interests at 
stako in both Tientsin and Chofoo, and 
it certainly seems surprising that, if our 
surmise bo correct, they should allow 
trade to be diverted from their own 
ports before trying the effect of taking 
due advantage of the internal transit 
clauses of the treaty. Much the same 
remark may be made in connection 
with Kiukiang, where treaty obligations 
seem to have fallon into abeyanco 
through the want of energy on the 
part of the foreign community. Tho 
samo curious result follows at Kiukiang as 
at the Northern ports, We find that 
Chinkiang grants transit passes for all the 
profectures in Kinngsi, Kivkiang itself 
included. We have on several occasions 
alluded to the lack of enterprise at Kiu- 
kiang, which has allowed these clauses to 
remain so long adead letter. It did indeed 
seem, in 1872, that the tardy recogn: 
of the right of the goods, independent of 





























presumed ownership, to travel under 
exemption passes, was at last about to bo 
productive of an improvement in the trade 
of Kiukiang. Chinese applied in considera 
ble numbers for transit passes, but the 
officials having confiscated wrongfully cer- 
tain parcels of gooda going inland under 
exemption certificate, and the Chinese 
owners having practically no redress, the 
issue of passes rapidly fell off. We quote 
‘Mr. Kopsch’s remarks :— 

“The figures for 1872 exhibit the result 
of an entire year’s working of the Transit 
traffic under the new regime, in Cottons 
and Woollens, but in Straits’ Produce and 
‘Metals they only represent eight months, 
‘as, in consequence of tho confiscation of 
certain native owned metals by one of the 
Barriers, tho application for passes in all 
but bale goods suddenly ceased. ‘The case 
in question having been fully discussed 
in the public press, * it is unnecessary to 
advert to it further than to briefly state 
that the dealers viewing the confiscation, 

inst which they hed no appeal), as 
unjust and arbitrary, deemed it safer to 
pay the heavy Lekin taxes than to take 
out Passes on goods or produce paying by 
weight, .as although the Pass exempted 
them from further taxation en route, it 
afforded them no protection whatever 
against the loss of an entire consignment 
if the Barrier weighers happened to pro- 
nounce the weight of the goods to be in 
excess or short of the weight stated in the 
Transit Pass. From the date of tho 
tho application for Passes by 
on Produce and Metals ceased, and 
with it, it is to be feared, the development 
of the trade of this port which wo san- 
guinely expected would result from tho 
extension of this admirable system.” 
So much for Chinese good faith, in tho 
matter of transit passes at Kiukiang. 
At Foochow, the tardy appreciation of the 
value of transit passes has resulted in a 
slightly increased import of Foreign pieco 
goods. For some years back the import 
trade of Foochow had shown s steadily 
decreasing value, partly to be accounted 
for by its situation, which commanded 
access to buta limited area of country, but 
mainly, apparently, to the heavy fiscal 
exactions which, in Fuhkien above all 
the other provinces, are sapping the very 
foundations of trade. It is difficult other- 
wise to account for the extraordinary fact 
that a port whose export amounted in 
1873 to tho value of 13 millions of taels, 
nearly all in teas to Groat Britain and the 
Colonies, should only have taken in im- 
ports, native and foreign, a little over 
three millions, At Amoy, transit passes 
never seem to have been applied for. 
Mr. Hughes’ Report estimates the popu- 
lation of the district which might be 
naturally supplied from Amoy at some four 
millions, yet the demand for Cotton Piece 
Goods of every description imported has 
never exceeded 150,000 pieces ; in 1872 it 
had dwindled down to 80,00C. “To what 
extent,” he adds, ‘‘the Lekin charges on 
these goods, averaging from 17 to 25 cents 
per piece, affect their importation, may be 
gathered from the importation of 1871 at 
Swatow, where these charges are light, 
namely, 262,638 pieces.” These heavy dues 
in Fuhkien, which a review of the trade 
for the last seven years will amply show 
are ruining the resources of the province, 
have been imposed with the view of meet-

ing the heavy expenses of the Dockyard 
at Foochow. Year by year they have 
resulted in a diminished revenue, but 
the Government, unable to comprehend 
that it was their exces amount 
which had really caused this unsatis- 








factory state of affairs, instead of 
reducing them, went on continually 
increasing the amounts payable. It was 


mainly, we believe, the unsatisfactory out- 
turn of the Lekin revenue, on which the 
Dockyard was dependent, that led to the 
dismissal, in the spring of the present 
year, of the foreigners connected with 
tho eatablishment. Crossing the border 
of Fuhkien we arrive at Swatow, in 
the Chaouchow prefecture of Kwangtung. 
In commenting on the opium trade of 
the various ports, we took occasion to 
point out the advantageous situation of 
Swatow, and how this, combined with 
certain fiscal advantages, was rendering 
it the grent opium mart for South China, 
There seems no adequate reason why 
it should not occupy the same position 
with regard to foreign imports, At 
Swatow as at Amoy, and we shall cubso- 
quently see at Canton, the Transit pass 
system has never been put in operation. 
The Reports do not enlighten us on the 
reason of this strange proceeding. Even 
with the difficulties of irresponsible levies, 
it factory to find that the import 
of foreign piece goods is steadily increasing, 
1872 was an unpropitious year for Swatow, 
the rice crop having proved a failure, and 
tho districts supplied from Swatow having 
had to import from North Ohina upwards 
of soven million tacls worth. A temporary 
declino in foreign imports was tho result, 
to bo moro than mado up in 1873, No 
port in the South of China is eo well 
situated for making a trial of the benofite 
of tho Transit pass system as Swatow ; 
and probably the present time, when some 
order has beon restored in the north-enat 
of tho province of Kwangtung, would bo 
the best for the purpose. Opium, as wo 
havo shown, proceeds from Swatow to tho 
head waters of the East River, supplies 
a large portion of Fuhkion provines,- moro 
readily accessible from this port than from 
Foochow or Amoy, and even penetrates 
to the south of Kiangsi, until it comes 
into competition with the drug entering 
from Kiukiang in the north of tho 
province, The same routes which aro 
available for opium would, under ex- 
emption passes, also be made uso of 
for pieco goods. In the faco of direct 
treaty stipulations, is it difficult to 
jive how even tho present British 
ster could refuse to insist on the 
recognition of the passes, if seriously 
pressed by his nationals, The few foreign 
houses doing business at Swatow have 
hitherto mainly confined themselves to 
opium and sugar, leaving the import trade 
in cottons in a great measure to the native 
merchants. This may to some extent 
account for local apathy, but will scarcely 
appear a sufficient reason for the want of 
energy displayed by the foreign importers 
at Hongkony, from which Swatow derives 
all its supplies. In some respects, Canton 
is similarly situated to Swatow. It, too, 
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‘are, however, 80 heavy that these rivers 
are little made use of, except, indeed, 
to convey downwards to Canton goods 
arriving by a circuitous route at their 
head waters. More than at Swatow, 
the import trade is entirely conducted by 
natives, who buy in small parcels at 
‘Hongkong and bring up their produco in 
small native craft. ‘These, except with 
goods for immediate consumption in the 
city or suburbs, carefully avoid Canton, 
and deposit their goods direct at the 
place of consumption, where they are 
admitted on paying merely local dues. 
Hongkong, and not Canton, is in fact the 
great distributing contre for the delta of 
the threo rivers of Kwangtung. Goods 
for tho extreme Wost readily gain entrance 
at ports like Pakhoi and Shintung. The 
upper waters of the East river are readily 
accessible from Swatow, so that there 
remains little to be supplied but the dis- 
tricts lying immediately north of Canton. 
In viow of tho fact that all central and 
northern China, was formerly supplied 
from Canton, and that trade might 
naturally bo expected to have a tendency 
to return to the old route, it might perhaps 
bo anticipated that the issue of ‘Transit 
passes would restoro # certain amount of 
trade between Canton and Kinngsi and 
Hunan, It has, however, to bo remem- 
bored that theso districts are more readily, 
though moro circuitously, supplied at 
presont from other quarters. Still, we 
cannot seo why somo effort should not be 
mado to introduco system which, when 
fairly tried, has proved, to quote the words 
of Mr. Kopsch at Kiukiang, “an inostim- 
able boon to trade.”

As the transport arrived off the 
ritish Settlement at nine a.m. to-day, 
and as the commander could testify to the 
applicants for passports being really Ja: 
panese subjects, the Customs Taoutai 
could no longer decline to issue the docu- 
ments, and now I hear that several of tho 
Japanese have at once loft for the Capital, 
having hired ponies to proceed there. 

Since writing the above, I have been 
informed that four of the’ five Japanese, 
who started at noon to-day, had been 
stoppedand turned back by Chinese officials, 
as the passport which was taken by them 
only stated that one Japanese was pro- 
coeding to Peking. ‘The fifth officer, with 
a Chinese on a pony as a guide, went on 
his way to the Capital. 

During the last four days there has 
a rumor current that a stormy interview 
had Jately taken place between Mr. Okubo, 
the Japanese High Commissioner, and the 
Chiefs of the Tsungli yamun, relative to the 
Formosa question, I have good reasons 
for coming to the conclusion that Mr. 
Okubo, and the Japanese Envoy, Mr. Ya 
gawari, with their suites, will soon make 
their appearance at Tientsin, on their 
return to Japan, proceeding by the Ja- 
panese transport which arrived here this 
forenoon. It has beon noticed that the 
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Commander of the Japanese gunboat 
which has been moored off the British Set- 
tlement since its arrival with Mr. Okubo, 
put the crew daily through drill ; and 
people who are judges of such matters, 
declare that the officers and crew per- 
form their work in a most creditable 
menner, 

His Excolleney Le Hung-chang, the Go- 
vernor General of Chibli, left his yamun 
about ten a.m. of the 11th instant, in an 
unusually private manner for an official of 
his high station, for the Peitang forts, pro- 
ceeding there by the town of Luhtae, 
which lies 140 Ui, or 47 miles English north- 
east from Tientsin, on the Peitang river, 
and about 20 miles from the forts. ‘The 
Chinese gunboat Chin Hae left her sn- 
chorage here on the 5th instant ; and it 
was supposed she had gone to these forts 
with ammunition, On the 12th instant we 
heard here of the recoipt of a telegram at 
Shanghai that two new Japanese iron-clads 
had passed through the Suez Canal bound 
for Japan. ‘This intelligence w 
since understood, immediately transmitted 
to the capital. “Of course all Japanoso 
news of this sort is at the present moment 
invested with much importance for the 
Chinese Government. His Majesty the 
Emperor is at presont absent. from his 
capital on a sporting trip, but will no doubt 
be interested in hearing this on his return 
from the Southern Hunting Grounds, on 
the 16th instant. 

‘At 2 p.m, on the 12th instant, a meot- 
ing of the Landrentera of this Settlement 
took place at the Brit 
accordance with a circular 
James Mongan, Her Ma:

‘They met to decide upon proposals 
laid before them in respect to certain 
events at the approaching Autumn races, 
and upon certain details consequent there- 
on;all of which, I have the pleasure of 
saying, were satisfactorily arranged.

We congratulate ourselves that we have 
had no burglaries lately.—On dif, we are to 
have the same protecting force as last year 
—three gunners and a six-pounder. A 
Gatling, capable of discharging 400 shots 
per minute, would suit us to a nicety, but 
the other is no use, unless we had a cavalier 
or fortification to shoot from. The gun 
last year was exercise for men who liked 
to do coolie pidgin, and be laughed at by 
natives, who suggested that one real mule

ABSTRACT OF PEKING GAZETTE! 
Sopt. 25.—(1) The Brigadier-General of 





the Manchu garrison at ‘I's’ing-chow Fu 
in Shantung memorializes reporting that 
tho civil and military population of that 
place have united in subscribing for the 
erection of a memorial temple in honour 
of Prince Séng-ko-lin-sin, entitled the 
Chung Ts'in Wang JE. 4 -F, in gratitude 
for his relief of the city and the adjacent 
region in 1861, when in imminent danger 
of falling into the hands of the Nien-fei, 
who had beleaguered the place. 








(2) Yung-ts'tian Bb Ay, the Military 
Governor of Ili, forwards an explanation 
in reply to a charge of irregular recom- 
mendation brought against him by the 
Resident (amban) of Tarbagatai, Ying-lien 
SAFE, whose memorial, transmitted to 
him by a cabinet despatch dated the 17th 
May, he received on the 30th June. Ying- 
lien ‘had accused him of arbitrariness in 
recommending for promotion a single 
officer, named Tsi-kung, who, moreover, 
was acting as Secretary for civil affairs to 
Ying-lien himself. The reply of Yung- 
ts‘ian is that, having been commanded 
the year before last to march westward, 
he set out from Ulinsutai, and bein, 
need of assistance he | memorialized 
requesting that officers be sent from Peking 
to reinforce his staff. Upon this ten su- 
perior officersfrom the corps of musketeers, 
and a number of subordinates, were 
detailed to join him at Tarbagatai, 
Tsi-kung was one of these, and was placed 
at the service of Yinv-lien, then encamped 
with his force at Kur-kara Usu, as a 
capable assistant. He subsequently ac- 
companied Ying-lien to Tarbagatai on 
the latter’s promotion to the Residentship 
of thatstation. When a recommendation of 
‘Tsi-kung for the service he had rendered 
was about to go forward, Ying-lien asked, 
in a personal interview, that certain other 
officials might be included in the list ; but 
he was told that the recommendation then 
being drawn up was limited to cases 
of special merit at the different stations. 
‘As Military Governor of Ili, Yung-ts‘ian 
begs to observe, he has at the same time 
control over the Eight Mahommedan 
Cities (Eastern Turkestan or Kashgaria), 
Tarbagatai, Urumtsi, etc., and in times 
of peace the rule is that at the end of 
each year a confidential report is furnished 
on the conduct of all the superior 
commands and ambans of the Ph Lu and 
Nan Lu (Sungaria and Kashgaria.) 
Although, at present, Yung-ts'tian has 
not proceeded to take up his residence 
at fli, the ancient Imperial system 
nevertheless holds good, jan it was in 
pursuance thereof that the recommendation 
complained of was made, ‘Tsi-Kung died 
on the 28th May last, and it is reques 
that effect may posthumously be given to 
the recommendation in his favour, which 
had sponded pending enquiry. 
Rescript ; Be it as is requested. 

(3) In a postscript memorial, Yung- 
ts'lan reports that while temporarily 
stationed with his troops at Tarbaagtai he 
has required his men to raise crops with a 
view to provisioning the force, and has 
repaired or constructed storehouses in the 
N-E. angle of the city for the grain and 
the supplies of munitions of war sont for 
ward to him. ‘The ramparts being at some 
points in a ruined condition, and the open 
‘spaces at the South, East, and West Gates 
requiring a constant guard, he has been 

prehensive that serious’ consequences 
might ensue if any alarm were occasioned 
by the enemy in the field; and in order to 
obviate the necessity of building an inner 
wall of defence be has thought it best to 
employ fatigue-parties of his men in 
patching up the ramparts, whilst at the 
same time he has blocked up the South 
and West Gates. He has built a palisade 
at the South Gate, which is guarded as the 
sole means of access. This has been done 
during the absence on a tour of inspection 
of the amban, Ying-lien, whom, on his 
return, he has notified of the work per- 
formed. Returns of the expenditure 
incurred will be sent in. 

(4) The Household Court represents 
that the key of the seal of office borne by 
the senior Comptroller Ts'ung-lun, should 
be handed over to tho newly appointed 
Comptroller Ying-kwei, whose rank as 
President of the Board of Civil Office 
entitles him to precedence.

(4) Sui-lien, Military Governor of Jeh- 
ho, memorializes on the proposition, 
circulated for opinion at the instance of 
the Censor Téng K’ing-lin, respecting the, 
withdrawal of the right of summary exe- 
cution and a return to the regular system 
of criminal procedure. He represents that 
the condition of affairs within his juris- 
diction is not such as to admit of delay in 
the infliction of capital sentences in cases 
of brigandage and the like ; and he solicits 
continuance of the existing system, 

Sept. 27th.—(1) The Military Governor 
of Ui, Yung-ts'tian, memorializes denounc- 
ing a subordinate military ollicer for 
malversation of supplies. Having applied 
to the Throne for a sum of Tis, 300,000 
to meet the expenses of the local levies he 
proposed enrolling, in order to supply the 
want of troops under his command, the 
Board of Revenue proposed that’ the 
provinces of Shantung, Honan, and Shansi 
should each contribute one-third of this 
amount from the land-revenue. Yung- 
ts‘ian upon this sent officers to the 
respective provinces to receive these 
amounts, and among others a military 
subaltern, named King-pin, was detached 
for this’ duty in Shansi. Notice was 
subsequently received from the Governor 
of Shansi that, in addition to a sum of 
‘Tis. 50,000 which had been sent forward, 
he had furthi apart a sum of Tia, 
15,000 for transmission, Out of this thero 
had been advanced to K’ing-pin and tho 
others with him Tis, 500 for their 

ersonal expenses, and the balanco 
ad been handed over to them to 
be sent forward,  K’ing-pin subse- 
quently made report of his having reached 

gan, and having handed over ‘Tis. 500 
to the forwarding office there, sending ls, 
10,000 on in chargo of a party of Manchu 
soldiers, whom he was to follow with the 
remaining balance of Tis, 4,000. ‘The first 
instalmeut was duly delivered on the 5th 
June, and found to be correct ; but when 
on the 14th June K’ingpiu himself arrived, 
it was found that only tivo out of the three 
boxes he delivered contained the proper 
amount,” ‘The third box contained only 
some irregular sycee to the value of Tis, 
352, leaving a deficiency of Tis. 1,647, and 
K’ing-pin confessed that he had abstracted 
this amount—minus Tis, 80, which he had 
unauthorizedly paid away to the escort— 
for the purpose of purchasing sundry 
merchandize which he intended to dispose 
of, and thus enable himself to refund the 
Government treasure. His goods and 
private property have been sequestrated, 
and it is solicited that he be cashiered, and 
held stric!ly answerable for the deficienoy. 
‘ipt acceding to this proposal. 

Sept. 28th.—(1) A decree. Li Hung- 
chang has now memorialized Us, with 
reference to the case of Li Kwang-chao, 
which We commanded him to investigate, 
that he has elicited the full particulars con 
corning Li Kwaug-chao’s fraudulent offer 
to supply timber, and likewiso with respect 
to his ‘having tnvarrantably: mado ogo 
of flags bearing the title “ By His Majesty’s 
appointment Purveyor of Timber,” and 
also Director of works at Ytian-ming 
‘Yiiau,”—acts which have shewn the most 
entire defiance of the law. Wo ordain, 
therefore, that in accordance with the 
Bropored sentence, Ti, sCvang-chno, be 

lecapitated after a period of imprisonment, 

and that the sentence be executed after 
the autumn period. ‘The Household clerk, 
Oh’éng-lin, who is found to have un= 
authorizedly left Peking and to’ have 
accompanied Li Kwang-chao in different 
directions, is to be forthwith stripped of 
his rank.

‘vary from a few tens to hundreds of dollars. 
By such menns they enrich themselves, 
Decome landed proprietors, and purchase

ruin. The Magistrates wink at these pro- 
ceedings in order to escape the incidence 
of penalties upon themscives, whilst, as 
& consequence of these acts, litigation is

(4) A postscript memorial from the same 
Censor, representing that excessive interest, 
amounting to 6 and even 8 per cent. per 
month, is levied by unlicensed pawabrokers 
in the northern districts of Kiangsu and 
also in Szech’wan, beside other abuses, 

such as a deduction of 50 cash per thousand 

in making payments, and fixing the limit 
of redemption at eight months.—Reseript 
as above. 

(6) The officiating Governor of Shantung 
reports his having been informed by the 
Taotai at Chefoo of the arrival there of 15 
shipwrecked Coreaus, whose story is as 
follows:—They had gone out to fish in 
boat, when they were overtaken by a sud- 
den storm and driven out to sea, For nine 
days and nights they drifted at ‘the mercy 
of the waves, reduced at length by starva- 
fion to, 4 state of insensbility, when 

yy good fortune they were picked u 
by the Kin Tang Citun trading junk from 
Fuhkien, by which they were landed at 
Chefoo on the 23rd August. Their con- 
dition is reported as emaciated to the last 
degree. According to law, they are to be 
sent overland to Peking ‘and thence to 
their homes. ‘The Governor will see them 
on their passage through the provincial 


capital. 

(6) ‘The officiating Governor of Shanteng 
further memorializes reporting that the 
treasury-building belonging to the yamén 
of the Financial Commissioner * bein: 
almost atolal ruin, it has been reconstructed

(7) Tho same functionary reports in a 

oatscript memorial that’ the Brigadier 
Beneral commanding the Manchu garrison 
at Te’ing-chow Fu has contributed at his 
own expense a new supply of arms, to wit, 
82 wall-pieces, and 450 gingalls and match: 
locks, to replace the munitions which have 
been lost or destroyed during the campaigns 
on which the troops now under his com- 
mand were employed some years ago, 
‘The gift of a peacock’s feather in recogui-

Rescript has already appeared. 

Oct. Ist.—(1) The Governor-General of 
the Two Kiang, the Governor of Kiangeu, 
and_ the acting Governor-General of the 
Grain Transport, jointly _memorializ. 
reporting the routing out and destruction 
of s band of depredators, who, under the 
name of Turban brigands, have for a length 
of timo been the terror of the prefectures 
north of Yangehow. All local efforts being 
powerless for their suppression, a force of 
the regular troops has been sent agai 
them, and after a fight, in which the mi 
tary lost several lives, the leaders of tho 
band have been either killed or taken 
prisoners. 

(2) The constabulary yamén reports 
the following appeal case lodged by Wu 
Féng-che, labourer, aged 50, from a 
village in Honan. Ho complains that in 
January, 1873, a polico runner from 
the district Magistracy of, Hwa, stating 
that a robbery of some trees had been 
committed in the village, carried off his 
son, in concert with the head of the local 
thief-takers, and flogged him to extract a 
confession, but unsuccessfully. He then 
locked the young man up, and made use of 
illegal fornis of torture, after having hood- 
winked his superior, tho Magistrate. Com- 
plainant, when he went to remonstrate, was 
told that if he did not pay a squeeze his 
life would be in danger, and he was forcibly 
Prevented from proclaiming ‘his wrong. 
‘When he managed to get together some cash, 
which he brought to the men aforesaid, 
they declared the sum to be insufficiont, 
and at some time not precisely known they 
beat complainant’s son to death, and then 
buried him secretly. Complainant has 

itioned the Magistrate, the Prefect, and 
the Governor of the Province, without 
obtaining redress. —Referred as usual.

Mr, Mepuursr shewed by the Bank 
Book'an accumulation to credit of ‘Tis, 
1,845, for Tls, 200 of which they were in- 
dobted to a fino lately asarded them by 
tho Mixed Court.

‘Mr. Wang Yung-ho to be doing well wit 
the subscription consigned to his 
charge, and Mr, Hsi Hsiieh-tsun had 
roported a round sum of Tis.

‘Mr. Fryor having boen requested by tho 
Committee at a former meeting to commu- 
nicato with such manufacturers, &e., at 
home, as would bo likely to forward’ the 
objocts of tho Institution, now read lottora 
which ho had received from tho head of an 
influential engineering firm in London. It 
apponred that this firm had takon groat 
pains to give the Institution an 
the widest publicity, both with th 
and amonget manufsetusing circles inthe 
United Kingdom, and had printed and 
circulated at its own expense several 
thousands of copies of the subjoined pro- 
spectus, Consignments of aod Is, appara- 
tus, é&c., might be expected to follow 
as 'a consequence very shortly. The 
letters conveyed, moreover, many  valu- 
‘blo suggestions as to the conduct of the 
institution, and the bestmeans of increasing 
its usefulness. A voto of thanks wa 
cordially recorded in favour of Mr. Fryer’s 
correspondent, and he was requested to 
make himself the channel of conveying the 
acknowledgement.

Prowpeot of house room being shortly 

fed for consignments of articles from 
Home, Mr. Medhurst suggested that the 
next most important consideration was the 
procuring for, the Institution of « local 
habitation, He had had vations offers 
from householders and proprictors, which 
he recounted ; but he believed the Com- 
mitteo would be in favour of hiring some 
convenient premises as a beginning, and 
only entering upon more permanent ar- 
rangements when they had felt their way 
fora time, and found what their futuro 
needs wore likely to be.

Haining and Europe, the former had been 
doing ‘very well, and was altogether 
a-valuable addition to tho fleet, OF the 
Europe they had not had so much ex- 
perience, as she had only been ashort timo 
working, but her consumption of coal 
was light, and portago bill and other ex- 
penses moderate ; and from results already 
obtained there was every reason to beliove 
that she would also prove a very profitable 
boat.

t the Company’s losses had been 
very heavy, but under the circumstance 
and in view of the late very disastrous 
season experienced by underwriters, it 
was a matter for congratulation that it 
had not suffered moro severely. And 
if they ‘bore up through ‘bad, they must 
eventually come into fine weather. Tho 
Directors had every confidence in the 
future position and prosperity of the Com- 
pany, bearing in mind that this was the 
first ‘occasion on which they had been 
unable to recommend a dividend. The 
directors were making such arrangements 
as would reduce the head office's charges 
by about Tis.

‘Mr. Carsticuarn, speaking as a share- 
holder and not asa director, had very 
great pleasure in seconding the pro- 
position, There was no doubt that the 
paid-up capital of the Company was 
somewhat in excess of what was required. 
‘Mr. Macgregor had alluded to the losses 
sustained by the Company, as not being 
mentioned in the report. There was the 
wreck of the Gordon Castle, upon which 
they hada full line ; then came the Laptek 
and, again, the disasters occasioued by the 
recent typhoon at Hongkong, the facts 
relating to the losses by all of which 
could be ascertained in the Office.

and on another day a pound. The crow then 
wanted to soak their biscuit to make a sort 
of hash, and tho captain forbade it, which he 
(defendant) thought was not justifiable. 

‘Tho Carrain said there Was a great deal 
more biscuit consumed in the forecastle than 
the usual allowance to seamen. The biscuit 
‘was as good as any eaten on board ship, and 
there was a cask always open in the forecastle. 
‘Dhero were seven other men in the forecastle 
who had made the voyage from Newcastle, 
and were satisfied. ‘There was no stint as to 
the quantity, the only objection was to the 
waste. 

‘The Steward explained that on the occasion 
the meat was short, a nan had been shipped 
after the provisions for the day were drawn, 
and he had to share for that day with the 
others. What the defendants meant about 
the hash, was that they wished to put the 
biscuit in soak during the afternoon ; it was 
afterwards squeezed dry, mixed with the 
meat and fat they saved from dinner, and 
baked asa dry hash for supper. The ‘crew 
always had as much food as they wanted. 

Powsaut said it was not the quantity they 
complained of, but the eaptain’s interference 
with their mode of cooking it. 

‘The other defendants made the same com- 
plaint as the precedi 

‘His Worsmir said he su all the de- 
fendants were shipped at Shanghai, as there 














were seven other seamen on board who had 
made the voyage from Newcastle in the ship, 
and made no complaint, No doubt, too, 
the defendants had received an advance of 
wages. 

Powsatt said they had received a month 
and half’s advance. “They had been a fort- 
night on board, and there had been a very 
short allowance of food. Surely they could 
make hash if they liked, and cook their food 
as they pleased. 

‘The Captain said the men had received their 
advance, as the ship was nearly ready for sea. 
Some of” them came on board on ‘Thureday 
morning the worse for liquor, and that was 
the cause of the complaint. Lee and Pownall 
were among those who were drunk. Lee was 
very abusive and used blasphemous language, 
Pownall was civil. Cardwell beeame hel 
lessly drunk during the afternoon, and by his 
conduct showed that he did not know one 
end of the ship from the other. His objec 
tions to their soaking the bread was that in 
making the hash they spoke of they con- 
sumed three times the proper, allowance, of 
meat and bread. "They had all they wanted 
ina proper way, and the bread was not weighed 
out to them. ‘If they wanted their strict 
allowance, it should be weighed out. 

His Wonsmmp—Tbat is what I should do— 
weigh them out their allowance, and let them 
cook it as they like. Perhaps’ they will be 
the worse off in consequence, but it is what 
they appear to want. 

‘The Carraty—They will be the worse off by 
having their food weighed, and cooking it in 
that way. 

His Worsure—You must all pay the cost 
of the summons, forfeit two days’ pay each, 
and retura to your duty. Your provisions 
will in fature be weighed out to you, and y¢ 
can cook it as you like, Ithiak you lia 
made a great bother about nothing at all. 


A. Macxowsky, very respectably attired, 
was again brought up, charged with continued 
refusal to do duty on board the barque /ndex, 

In reply to tho magistrate, the defendant 
said he would do no more work, because the 
captain gave him all tho hardest work on 
board todo, He knew ho must be sent to 
prison if he did not return to work ; he did 
not wish to go there, but if it could’ not be 

t1ed in any other way, he must go. 

‘The Captain said the barque would sail in 
about three weeks. 

‘His Worsatr said there had been nothing 
to prevent the defendant continuing to act as 
cook, instead of resuming duty as A.B.; but 
ho had refused to work at all, and he (the 
magistrate) was therefore compelled to send 
him to prison. He did not like to do so, but 
‘he was not going to let the defendant out of 
‘the ship. He must go to prison for the three 
weeks the ship would remain in port, and be 
put on board when she was ready to sail; but 
Af at any intermediate time he wished to 
resume his duty, he would be liberated. His 
Worship hoped 'the defendant would think 
better of it, and go at once.

Shanghai, Oct. 16th, 1874, 
Before G. F. Szwaxn, Esq., Consul-General. 
©. M, Szxwa v. W. E. Srermussox. 

In this case the petitioner claimed that he 
was entitled to $104, for work done for the de- 
fendant daring the months of March and April 
last, under a special agreement. To his claim 
he ‘added a contention that if the spocial 
agreement was not to be supported, he was 
entitled to pay, at the usual rate of $100 per 
month, for the month of March, the defend- 
ant having failed to give him a month's notice 
of the termination of his employment, Upon 
the hearing it appeared that the petitioner 
had done, under his alleged special agree 
‘ment, almost nothing. 

The defendant denied the special agroe- 
rent, and alleged that any work done by, the 

etitioner in March and April ought to have 
Been performed by the petitioner while he was 
under pay. The defendant further alleged 
that he gave the petitioner four weeks’ notice 
to leave his employ. 

‘A witness named Rozario confirmed the 
defendant's statement, 

‘The Court dismissed the petition, with costs 
against the petitioner.

Mornice (Inte Monnrce, Brnxcxs & Co.) v 
Owners oF Syren. 

‘This was a case possessing no public interest, 
in which the amount really in dispute was about 
Tis. 120. Tt arose out of an account due to 
the estate of Morrice and Behncke, by the 
owners of the pilot boat Syren, A settlement 
of partnership matters became necessary, 
owing to tho death of Mr, Behncke, and 
Mr. Robert Mackenzie, as executor of his 
estate, attended on behalf of the petitioner. 
Mr. Robert McCaslin appeared for himself 
and three other owners of the Syren. ‘Tho 
total account was Tis. 339.15; and of this 
sum Tis. 219 had been paid’ into Court, 
Mr. McCaslin said the balance, ‘Tis, 120, had 
also been paid, but the proof of payment lay 
with Mr. Burr, who was with a vessel at 
‘Woosung. If tho case could be adjourned 
‘until next morning, he would be able to come 
into Court. 

The Covnr remarked on the fact that the 
hearing had been fixed for this morning, and 
not for Tuesday, and intimated that Mr. Burr 
should have attended to-day. 

Mr. MackeNziz said there was no entry of 
the payment of the Tis. 120 in the books of 
the firm, and without the production of a 
receipt, or something showing the payment, 
he would not be justified in closing the 
accounts. 
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‘Mr. McCasury, after an allusion to other 
matters connected with the case, said there 
were four owners of the Syren, aud he wanted 
to know, in the event of an order being made, 
which of them would have to pay the money? 

‘The Courr said that question had not come 
before it, and could not now be entertained. 
Hf the Tis. 219 paid into Court were accepted, 
there would be no reason to proceed further 
in the matter. 

‘This mode of settlement was not adopted, 
and the case was adjourned until ten o'clock 
next morning, fortheattendance of Mr. Burr.

‘Monnice v. OwsERs oF Syren. 

‘The hearing of this ease, postponed from 
yesterday, by reason of the non-production of 
proof of the alleged payment of part of the 
sum claimed, the remainder having been paid 
into Court,’ was resumed.

Stripes from a native store in the English 
Settlement. He was detected with the 
property in his possession before leaving 

, and was taken to the Centr 
Police Station by the propriotor and some 
of his assistants, ‘The sentence was 100 
blows with the bamboo, and seven days’ 
cangue. 






























It ina noticeable fact that drunkenness 
is fast increasing among the lower orders 
of the Chinese residents of Hongkew, and 
it is satisfnctory to find that the police aro 
looking after the drankards—tl 
that they have no poxer to “look after® 
those who sell them the liquor as well.

An impndent robbery was committed 
by an old Chinese thief on board a steamer 
lying at Hunt’s Wharf, on Tuesday. He 
went on board, found his way into the 
cook’s cabin, and coolly walked off with a 
box full of clothing. He succeeded in 
getting clear of the ship with the box on 
his shoulder, and was hastening along the 
Wharf, when the robbery w covered, 
Some ‘sailors of the vess 
and captured him. 
the Mixed Court yesterday, 
trate sentenced him to receive 200 blows 
which were then administered), and an- 
lergo a month’s cangue. 














‘A Chinese butcher in Hongkew was yes- 
terday convicted at the Mixed Court, of 
having in his shop a quarter of beef unfit, 
for food. It appeared that he had killed 
a bullock which he knew to be diseased, 
and had sent the remainder of the carcas® 
toa boiling-down establishment, reserving 
the quarter, which was found concealed in 
hia shop by Mr. Howes, inspector of nui- 
sunces. ‘The meat was pronounced by Dr. 
Henderson to be bad, and as there was no 
doubt the defendant meant to offer it for 
salo as food, the magistrate fined him $10, 
and ordered it to be destroyed. Defendant 
was further required to give security for 
the future conduct of his business, and 
was told that if again caught he would be 
fined $20. 








At the Mixed Court on Monday, a coolie 
in the employ of a foreign hong was charged 
by Mr. Inspector Fowler with being drunk 
and disorderly, and with being in unlawful 
possession of a jinricksha, at two o'clock 
on Sunday morning, near tho Chu 
in the Rowkiang Road. ‘The Tnspector 
happened to be walking along the road on 
duty, and heard a noise as if a pony and 
trap wero being driven rapidly. Almost 
immediately he saw a jinricksha being 
pushed along backwards at a great pace, 
and as it came nearer perceived the 
motor was drunken Chinaman, evidently 
not the owner. The celestial, who was 
somewhere in the “third heaven,” was 
unable to steer straight, and so ran foul of 
e Inspector. When seized, he confessed 
that he had taken the vehicle, for a lark, 
from the door of a chow-chow house, and 
that oue of his companions had taken 
another! ‘The heathen Chinee is surely 
advancing when we find him, in vino 
aullying ont for a lark at two ‘o'clock in 
the morning. It is to be hoped he will 
draw the line at ’rickshas, however, and 
not jextend his larky propensities to bell- 
hatidles and door-knockers. ‘The particular

‘one that of its kind has seldom beonexeolled 
by the older-established Temperance 
Societies at home.

side at the meeting after tea, The pre- 
aration made by the ladies for their naval

also a good sprinkling of civilian friends,

tainment.—Mr. J. M. Rogerson recited 
the famous scene from “The Rivals,” 
betweei Sir Anthony Absolute and his 
sou, the Captain, in such animated and 
appropriate style, both of voice and 
action, as to completely carry the audience

‘The Rev. W. Murrazap was next called 
upon, and delivered ono of his telling 
addresses on total abstinence, in such 
undiminished vigour of style, as to recall to. 
mind theearly days of his Missionary labour 
in China, His speech is worthy of much 
more notice than the brief allusion which 
aloue space now permits us. He said it 
was a real pleasure to see such a glorious 
meeting, and after a brief comment ou 
the speculations of the  Darwinites, 
which forbade them from looking upwards 
with a “higher hope,” he asked could an 
intellectual audience like that before him, 
for one moment accept the theory that 
they were descended from ourang-outange, 
baboons,’ and monkeys? By an easy 
transition he passed to a cursory glance at 
man’sintellectual and moral nature, and said 
it was only by such benevolent institutions 
as the Shanghai Temperance Society that 
much of the temptation to sin, much of that 
which wroughtso much misery in the world, 
and made men lower than’ the animals, 
could be abolished. He did not speak 
of idolatry and superstition—there were 
missionaries at work against those ; nor of 
misery and poverty purely as such—thero 








were means of amelioration at hand; nor * 





of tho evils of sickness and diseaso—thoro 
jurgeons and physicians ;—but there 
was one evil of gigantic magnitude which 
none of those ameliorative influences 
was sufficient to put down —tho 
evil of drunkenness. For that there was 
only one remedy, and that was total 
abstinence, He urged the necessity of 
example and self-denial on the part 
of those who were capable of self con- 
trol, on behalf of those who unfortunately 
had no sustaining influence to enable them

Muirhead advocated tho claims of tho 
Shanghai Temperance Society upon all 
classes of society, and resumed his soat 
amid much applause. 

‘Mr. BrerHen proposed a vote of thanks 
to the Chairman, It was probably the last 
time they would have the Admiral among 
them in connection with the Temperance 
Society, but it need scarcely be anid that 
would carry away with him to England their 
best wishes. They would be proud to hear 
of his continued welfare and happiness, 
(Loud cheers.) 

‘The Caarsax, in reply, said he was 
exceedingly obliged to Mr. Blethen and the 
meeting for the way in which his namo 
had been mentioned and received. It was 
now nearly twenty-five yearssince his first 
Acquaintance with Shanghai began, viz in 

‘a quarter of a century ago. Again, 
in 1859 he was here, in what wore then 
rather stirring times. "Great changes had 
taken place since those days. He looked 
upon Shanghai as a most important Settle- 
ment, and spent more of his time there 
than ‘at other places. He considered his 
connection with Shanghai had been of the 
most agreeable kind, numbering as it did 
many kindly visite. His more recent 
visits he should ever remember, and ho 
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‘was glad to have made this connection with 
the Shanghai Temperance Society. He 
hoped the Society would go on year 
by year increasing, extending, doing 
good, While ho was on his legs, he 
might perform a very pleasing duty. It 
was, he believed, understood that the tes 
meeting had been devised by the ladies, 
and he thought their excellent services 
should be suitably acknowledged.
